PwKktep Braxs.—Select young beans; string 
and wash them. Make a brine of salt and wa- 
ter strong enough to bear am egg. Put your 
beans into it, and let them remain until they 
change color. Then take them ont, and wash 
them in clear water. Line the bottom of your 
kettle with green cabbaze leaves, put in your 
beans, aud as much vimeger and water, or 
clear water, as will cover them. Lay cabbage 
leaves over the top; put them over a alow fire, 
and let them get scalding bot. When they are 
green, take them oat, and Jet them drain. Put 
them in jars with some a'lapive, clover, a little 
mustard seed and scraped horseradish, and 
enough vinegar to cover them. 

Tie them close, and keep them in a cool, 
dry place. 

Pickisp Anricnoxses.— Wash your 
put them in strong salt and water, and let them 
remain four or five days. Then take them ont, 
rinse them in fresh water, wipe them dry, and 
pat them in jars. Add to them cloves, allspice, 
and mustard seed. Cover with cold vineger, 
and tie them up close. 

Pickixp Nastvrriors.—Lay them im salt and 
water for two or three days; then wash them 
in fresh water, and let them drain. Pat them 
in jara, and cover them with cold vinegar, 

If it should be preferred, a little apice may 
be added to the vinegar, but it dissolors the 
pickles. 

A little sugar is a very great improvement. 

Pickiep Mvsircoms.—Se'eot small mush- 
rooms, commonly called buttons, Cut off the 
end of each stalk; scrape, wash, and spread 
them out to drain., Take as much vinegar as 
will cover them, put into it some stick cipna- 
mon, mace, cloves, allspice, and jast enough 
salt to taste. Potthe mushrooms ix jars. Boil 
the spice and vinegar, and porr it over the 
pickles while hot. Cover them close, as soon 
as they get cold.— Widdifield’s Cook Book, 

Paeservexo Hams Turnoven Soumean.—Make 
a namber of cotton bags, a little larger than 
your hams; after the hams are well smoked, 
place them in the bags ; then get the best kind 
of sweet, well made bay, cut it with a knife, 
and with your hands press it well around the 
hams in the bag ; tie the bags with good strings, 
put on acard of the year to show their age, 
and hang them up in a garret or some dry 
room, and they will hang five years, and will 
be better for boiling than on the day you hung 
them up. This method costs bat little, and the 
bags will last forty years. No flies or bags will 
troub’e the hams, if the hay is weil pressed 
around them; the sweating of the bams will 
be taken up by the bay, and the hay will im- 
part a fine flavor tothe hams. The hams should 
be treated in this way before the hot weatber 
sets in.— Southern Farmer, 

Cure ror Srraiwwa.—In the Paris Horpitals a 
treatment is practised that is found most suo- 
cessful for a frequent accident, and which can 
be applied by the most ivexperienced. If the 
ankle is sprained, for instance, let the operator 
hold the foot in his hands, with the thumbs 
meeting on the swollen part. These, having 
been previously greased, are pressed sncces- 
sively with increasing force on the injured and 
painfnl epo* for about a quarter of ao bour.— 
This application being repeated eevera! times, 
wil!, in the course of a day, enable the patient 
to walk, when other means would have failed 
to relieve him. 

Can Gort pe Corep ?—It is said that the se- 
verest gont has been cared by a prraevering 
use of coffee. Inthe French colonies, as well 
as in Tarkey, wheres coffee consti! utes the prin- 
cipal beverage, the gort 13 almost unknown. 
We do not vouch for the infallibility of this 
remedy, but it is a harmless owe, aud worthy 
of a trial. 

Ourvg Ow as AN Ayripots in: Posoxinc.—The 
Druggist, published in Concinnati, Ouvio, states 
that a paragraph has been extensively ciroula- 
ted in the daily papers to the effect that olive 
oil is an antidote for all poisons. Tats ia so far 
from being trne, that it increases toe effect of 
one very common poison—phosphoras—and 
has no power as an antidote to most of the 
others. There is po universal antidote, acd in 
cases of poisoning, when the proper remedy is 
not known, the safest plan, in tne absence of 
a competent physician, is to prodace vomiting 
if it has not already come on, by sowie simple 
emetic, such as mastard and water aud then 
give mucilaginous drinks—enob as wilk, flour 
and water, Xo.

FOREIGN ITEMS. 

The Times says that “‘the Emperor Napo- 
leon has followed up his promise in the Moni- 
teur, by acta tending to re-assure his neighbors. 
He relieves us of all disquietnde of an immedi 
ate cLaracter, and gives us assurance that the 
peace of the world is not to be diaturbed."’ 

According to the returns from many districts, 
there is little doubt bat our preeent crop of 
| wheat will fall below the average. To what 
extent it is almost impossible to say, until farm- 
ers begin to thresh out. The ears of wheat are 
small, and from the intense heat prevailing in 
July, they have been too much hastening to 
maturity. The returns from the French mar- 
kets are eveu less favorable than ours, and the 
consequence is an important rise in almost 
every department. In Paris, the price of flour 
(the fine marks) has risen to 45s. td. a sack of 
| 300 poands, in three weeks. The prices in 
| France preclude all shipment to this country. 

The |’russian note of the 25d will probably 
put an end to the discussion between Austria 
and J’rusaia, as if is pretty « learly proved that the 
Emperor Napoleon made a statement at Willa 
Franca which was not perfe tly correct.

| It is stated positively that the French Go- 
l‘vernment has definitely resolved to employ in 
works of public utility the 150,000,000 franes, 
which remain anexpended of the loan of 51),- 
000,000. Such a decision, saya the Independ- 
ence of Erusgela, would be naturally regarded 
as a warked symptom of the security of peace. 

The feeling in London in regard to Continen- 
| tal atlaira is somewhat more favorable. 

The quantity of gold shipped from Australia, 
up to the last advices, was 1,145,229 ounces, or 
over forty-one tons.
